This i8 the Orst change made by Mayor Fox of one
of his own detective appointments, and 18 the gocond
instance within an experience of ton yeurs of the
chief exeeutive of the tty having ovension bo dis-
migs opie of his own appolntments i that depart-
mwent. The first ease of the Kind was during the
term of Mayor MaMichoel, and was that of n detoe-
tive who wis concerned In what s termed “deating
in queer,” or, in other wWords, passing counterfeit
money. The public were never informed of tha
fact, for the very reason thut it was impossible to
secortuin the cause of dismissal. In the case of
Chief Eneu, he himself gave the information, stating
he belleved himself jn the right, a8 he was merely
cirrying out an old-catablished engtom of receiving
and distributing rewards smopg those who hud
taken part in the eapture of noted criminals,

This 18 the 0rsL, it 18 to he hopod, Of & eries of row
movalsin that department which can be made, and
that to the benefit of the pubiliec and to the eredit of
the detective system. There was o time when (& was
conldered an honor to be attached to the Secret
Sorvice Burean of the city, but now the departiment
is metually a disgrace to the city, Ten years ago the
detective took an honest pride in exposing the work
of Lurglare and thieves, but now the detective's

maln and principul object geems to be ta  shield
the thier witer he i3 in custixly,
and to prevent his  name and his  doings

from appearing in'the publie prints, Every precaution
I8 taken for this purpose, aind among these 18 the in-
futnous k¥stem ol private hoarings, not in o elose
room, but at an hour when the reporters of the pross
are not lkely to be presept,. When confrontid with
such trunsactions, the detoctive informs you that
publie justics demanded such a course.  In just such
cages it has been invarinbly found that the prisoner
hus never been heard of afterwards: and it 18 glgo o
noted fact that, i jJust such cases, all the proporty
stolen bas been recovered, and the inferénce natu-
rially to be drawn I8 the smme a8 in the Caldwell
Jewelry case, that a felony has been compounded,
and the thief allowed o go scot free, und he 18 at
Iherty to apain return 10 the very silue pluce, and
recommit hig offense with lwpunity.

The entire detective systam hus changed within a
short time, and that necessarily 8o, from the fact
thiat the appuintees in that burean are of a kKind that
are potoriously detlelent in their knowledge of police
business, Bome few years ago @ detective would
visit & srore of A house whers a burglary or a rob-
bery had bheen committed, nud from that style of the
workmanghip wiich had bheen resorted to by the bur-
glar or thief, aud the surroundings, wonld form

retty good ldes of whom the offender was, ap!

hen he would set himsell lo wark, anil by hsown
wits would produce the testimony which wonld con-
vict the robher, Yut now the manner and maode of
operntiens are entirdly Alferent. The man rohbed
reports his case to the Contral Station, and thon one
of the go-called detoctives |8 nsslgned to the task of

ferretting out the thief, He don't trouble himsoelf
much sbout an  exswination  of  the  pre-
miiges, If  he even goes there, it I8 merely to

pee whether the thief has not left bis owme belind
him. He don'tgo lnto the detills, whethoer b wis o
short or 6 tall man, or whether he was an expi-
rlenced or 6 hoteh of & workman, or whether lie wos
A tdy or i careless  sort of o fellow. No! he first
issnes Wis card to the vivlons pawnbrokers to see if
1he stolen goods have been pawned, and then aol re-
cotving uny regponse, he BGts his stool-plgeons ot

Our elty defective syatein has hesome 80 deficlent
that & very sisll proportion of the lWrge cases are
ever referred to them. O course, they work al
them, but in pearly all the cases the credit of having
secured the thileves and tho booty belongs to inde.
pendent ngenviea  In the heavy rallrond cases, par-
ticularly, the services of these outside organbgations
are secured, aud they invarinbly give great satisfiae-
tion. The name of Plakerton has hedome 8o famons
and hig services go Invalpable, that his agencies are
found located in every principal city in the Union,
The detective who retelves his bread and butter
from the City Treasury orles down these independient
organizations, and will tell you thut all the rasculity
for which he recelyes the eredit originated from
these outalde oMicers, but from his conversation you
will poon discover the renson why our business men
who have been robbed don't resort o the Central
Station.

The foree left by Mayor Vaux, and afterwards lm-

roved upon by Mayor Henry, wus undoubtedly the

rumt organization that has been known slneo the con-
sollidation of the city, There are #0 mamy depart-
ments in the detective business that Mayor Yanx
recoguized the necessity of 4 systematio department,
and he divided the foree into various bhureaus and
iaced g competent man at the hewd. He craated
he Cliership, the Fire Marshalship, what wis known
a8 & private bureau, and & murder detective. Each
man had his own particular lne of business, Lo which
he devoted especinl attention, but on ocf salons re-
quiring several men, o suMelont number were de-
tailed from the force for the purpose, Mayor Henry,
secelng the iImportance of thia ayetem, not only main-
tained the different buresus, but aldo spent some
time in improving Its efMecleéncy.  But now, with the
exception of the positions of Chicl and the Fire
Marsghal, no system 18 known, s the doxen or
g0 of men emploved apre In one heterogensons
muss of confusion. Notwo seem to work togethar, bt
each on his own account, and conflets beétweon them
nre pent, It 18 sald that Mayor Fox, now that
he had been relleved from the fabor of appointing
the outside pollcgmen, 18 devoting considernble thine
to the Detective departmoent, and that he will, In &
phort time, 18sne an order which will serve to bring
that department ot of its present atato of chuos to
the high position which it held In the estimation of
the publi¢ some ten or twelve years ago.  Inorder to
gocomplah this, he will huve togremove some of his
own appointmaents, for there pre several of them who
pre notoriously lucompetent for the work which
they have undertaken to perform.  Bome of tham are
hardly fut fm the post of common poltcemen, let
alone belng employed te work up lntrioate cases of
purglaries, robheries, or murders

Defore the iy of
triad, it Is sald, and wpon very good authority too,
that the District Attorney was walled apon and re-
Quested to b vpsy upon the prisoners, ua Lty wore
of couslderable servico nnil importanee 10 the Detee-
tive department. ‘This wos done lo face of Lhe fact
Tht the mnn Wik Koown not o have been i resldont
of the city for several years past. Bt to the erodit
of the proseonting omoeer, he not only telod the par-
ties, but he also displayed un unususl amount of
energy (n convicting them, and the jury Urought in &
yverdiot of gulity.

Kutglhits Templar refused all close silipnee with wuy
Blir bhody, “Furonghout thelr whole career, sinidst
prosperity and adsersity, they stoomd sloof from all
Other nesocintions, Tuls continued antil the Infamous
Phdip sought 10 heeome the assassin of e Urder,
und whaen the marbyre Jumes De Maolay lald down s
e in defense of the integreity amd holiness of Its

The history proper of the Templar Ordor may be
brielly stntod, the aulhority belng approved histor
published by order of the Grand Commandery, 1t
wis eetablished (o 1118, suppressed (o 1812 by Cle-
ment Voand Philip the Falr, L’.lm{nf Frauce, After
this the Templars aod Knight Hospltallers of St John
of Jernsalem were Ineorpornted into one body, in
1901 they took up thelr restdence in Cypros, and
afterwards went to Hhodes, and took the nwme of
Knlghts of Khodes. In 1650 the Emperor Charles V
of Spain conferred on them the Istand of Maltn, and
hence they recelved the nume of Kolghts of Malta,
of the Order of 8t John of Jerusulem, When ro-
Blding on the Island of Malta they establighed thelr
Freceptories thiroughout FEarope, anid from all the
three conclaves In Ireland, Scotland, and Eagiand,
the Kulghts of Ponusylvanis may be sall to trace
their origin,  After the Revolutionary war the breth-
ren commenced the work of resascitating the order,
Masonio Tomplarigm having  been first
established in Ponnsylvanin by the first Grand
Entampment, which met tn Phlladeiphin on the 1900
of May, 1797, thin State and eity s entitded to Lthe
honor of having inteoduecd the Oriders of Christlon
Knighthood into the United States, deriving her
work from the Eoglish, Scottish, and Irish ritusls,
the former of which have ased the sama ritoul since
1701 The convention which assembled in Philadol.
phin, May 12, 1791, had delegates from Nos, 1 andd 2
of I'hl.".ldll'lf-hlll. No, 8 of Harrlsburg, sl No, 4 of
Curlisle (whore respective organizations Wok place
from 1790 to 1507), In 1512 Ned. | and € became con-
solidated as No, 1, and on the &th of June, 1819, St
John's Commandery, No. 4, hnd issued to it a char-
ter, which was aecepted, and the Commandery orga-
nized on the I6th of the same month, 1t will there-
fore he fifry vears of age on Tuesday next. The

The Obwequies of the Late Rev. F. J. Barbelin,
F.Ji; nt the Uathedral of S8, Peter nnd Paul,
I his Morning - An Imposing Ceremoninl -Ser.
mon by the Yery Rev. Michael (¥ Connor, N,
J.-The Clergymen Present and OfMciating.,

The most imponing morning service ever held
within the walls 0f the Cathedral of 8S, Peter and
Paul was that held this morning over the remalns of
the good snd lamented Father Barbelin, lute of St
Josepl's Church, Perhaps no priest ever died o this
dlocese more greatly lamented by his gock, or more
genernlly and universally rovered. This has beon
evidenced by the stremm of people gowing in and out
of 8t, Joseph’s Church during the tie ln which the
body lukd In state therein, and the manilfestation of
griel then and there given was lotensitied this morn-
g when the body was removed to the Cathedral for
Interment, As the body was borneseut of the cliurch
the Jechrymation of the people was Indoed honrt-
rending, nnd but peldom bive we withessed such o
manifestation of grier,

The arrangements for the transfer of the body
from St Josreph's 10 the Cathedral were under the
eutipotont superintendence and direction of Mr,
Simon Gartland, who had  them  earried out with
commendsvle regularity and nne order,  The bod
belug placed in the benrse, i procession wis formisd,
headed by the Bupdasy School children of S Joseph's
Church, for whom the decensed ever entertsloed so
tender & regurd.  The chlldnen of the seven sehools
of 8t Joseph'n followed, and after them came the
moembers of the Sodulity of the Blegeed Virgin, from
